Today,  a team  in  wbifh  our  Coach 
Jacklson  has  a great  interest,  will  play' 
Penn  State.  Chicago  university,  on 
whose  team  Coach  Jackson  made  his 
great  grid  record  and  which  is  play- 
ing under'  the  able  direction  of  A.  A. 
Stagg,  is  confident  of  victory.  The 
five  hundred  rooters  accompanying 
the  thirty-seven  Penn  men  are  also 
expecting  to  take  home  the  bacon. 

The  board  of  control  of  the  Utah 
State  High  School  Athletic  Associa- 
tion met  Thursday.  Final  plans  were 
drawn  up  for  presentation  at  the  gen- 
eral delegates'  meeting  Friday. 

A number  of  changes'  were  asked  to 
be  made  in  the  constitution.  Among 
them  were:

Ohio  hopes  to  settle  a grudge  with 
Michigan  today  in  the  dedicatory 
game  at  Michigan's  new  stadium 
Last  year  Ohio  was  defeated  by  the 
Wolverines  17-16. 

' University  of  Idaho  fans  were  sur- 
prised and  relieved  last  Saturday  at 
the  discovery  of  a possible  new  quar- 
terback to  replace  their  veteran  Jacob, 
who  leaves  this  year.
